THE ISSUE TO BE DECIDED 
| TOMORROW. 


To Divide or Not to Divide—That Is 
the Question — Arguments of 
Both Sides—An Incendiary Cir- 
cular. 


The election provided for by an act 
of the recent Legislature, to decide 
whether the residents of the section 
included in the proposed county of 
Orange desire to be segregated from 
Los Angeles, is tobe held tomorrow. 
Residents within the proposed new 
county have been much agitated over 
the question, and discussions pro and 
con have grown warm and have almost 
entirely crowded out all other subjects 
of conversation. ee 

A month ago Col. E. E. Edwards 
gave readers of THe TiM@s an ex- 
haustive presentation of the argu- 
ments of the divisionists. He showed 
that the cost of the organization of 
the new county and the administra- 
tion of its government may be classed 
under three heads: First, State tax 
and salaries of officers, fixed: by State 
law, with estimated cost of assistants;

A SIDE LIGHT ON REVOI.UTION- 


It is very common to read remarks 
about the good old times,” as con- 
trasted with the degenerate period in 


the falling off in patriotism and honor,

Once in a while we are reminded by 
reminiscences of early times that such 
theories are not altogether tenable. 
One of the most interesting contribu- 
tion of this character is that recently 
given to the press by Gouverneur Mor-, 
ris, grandson of the celebrated tevolu- 
tionary patriot of the same name. 


for independence in this country was 
an unpopular one. There were 3,000,- 
000 people, capable of putting a fight- 
ing force of half a million in the field. 
He says: 

Food was plenty, as nearly the entire pop- 
ulation was agricultural, only some 3 per 
cent. of them residing in towns. Arms 
were also in abundance, as the British 
Government for half a century had dis- 
tributed muskets broadcast in each of the 
frequently recurring wars with the French. 
No country has ever been so poor as not to 
be able to buy ammunition, and the Colo- 
nies were by no means poor. ‘Therefore, it 
the contest had been a popular one, instead 
of it being impossible for the Revolution- 
ary Government to keep on foot more than 
16,000 or 17,000 men, it would have easily 
raised 100,000 men and swarmed the Eng- 
lish off the continent My grandfather and 
his contemporaries always held to the end 
of their lives the belief that up to 1781 a 
plebiscite would have given King George a 
two-thirds majority. Sd much for the pa- 
triotism of the masses. 3 
It may be asked: How, then, did 
the Colonies succeed? According to 
the author of this sketch, it was by 
the efforts of a small number of ob- 
stinate and able Anglo-Americans, 
nearly all of whom were of the aristo- 
cratic class, and who were largely 
held together by the immense indi- 
vidual force of George Washington, a 
man who, says Mr. Morris, although 
not the high-stepping saint of history, 
was a soldier of the first class, and 
had singularly high ideas of personal 
and national duty. As to the charac- 
ter of the politicians of that day, the 
following rather remarkable passage 
occurs: 

As to the virtue of the Revolution 
Congress, one single conversatlon will indi- 
cate what the leaders of the day thought ot 
their associates, Long after the war John 
Jay and Gouverneur Morris happened to 
meet at dinner, and Jay said: “Morris, do 
you know of such a collective set of rascal@ 
as the evolutionary Congress? To which 
Morris responded: “Bar the French Di- 
tory, I do not.” During this whole 
epoch sobbery and robbery of all kinds rode 
rampant. People welcomed the war as a 
chance to avoid paying their debts, and 
patriotism was largely understood as an ex- 
cuse to rob one’s Tory neighbors. 

Mr. Morris refers to the bickerings 
and local selfishness developed by the 
efforts to frame and have adopted the 
Federal Constitution. The loss in

STATE DEBTS. . 


The eleventh issue of the statistical 
abstract the United States, just out, 
gives the following figures on the 
debts of the States, which are inter- 
esting by way of comparison: Virginia 
leads with a funded debt of $23,550,696 
and an unfunded debt of $8,312,347. 
Massachusetts is a close second, with 
an obligation of $31,000,000. Tennes- 
see stands third, with figures at $17,- 
000.000; Pennsylvania fourth, with 
$15,000,000; then North Carolina, 
Louisiana and Maryland, in the order 
mentioned. Therich State of New 
York has a debt of but $7,000,000; 
Minnesota and Ohio have each a debt 
of $4,000,000. The debt of New Jer- 
sey is less than $2,000,000, and that of 
Kansas about $1,500,000. _ Illinois, 
Wisconsin, West Virginia and Color- 
ado are given as free from debt. Cal- 
ifornia, Delaware, Kentucky and Iowa 
are practically out of debt. The 
grand total of the debts of all the 
States is $220,000,000. Nevada shows 
the highest rate of taxation, 90 cents 
per $100; and Massachusetts, with the 
largest debt, the lowest, 114 cents per 
$100.

Passing from one to an- 
other she finally lifted the paper covering 
from the face of a woman, young and with‘ 
traces of beauty showing through the 
stains of the muddy water. With a cry of 
anguish she reeled backward to be caught 
by a man who chanced to be passing. In a 
moment or so she had caimed herself suf- 
ficientiy to take one more look at the 
features of her dead. She stood gazing at 
the unfortunate as if numb. The dead 
woman was a sister of the mourner. The 
body was placed in a coffin a few minutes 
later and sent away to its narrow house.
